generally known, there have been combi- 
nations and schemes to take his papei 
;morB than it is necessary to tell. I was 
'present yesterday iu a circle 
where 


'some ol these were discussed, and as 
there was tio ban of secrecy put upon 
the talk 1 violate uo coullilencc in refer- 
ring to some of them. The most for- 
midable one was that which would have 
resulted had Mr. Graunis aecepted the 
place of conservator. In th.'it event, and 
probably through no collusion on the 
part of that gentleman, the Democratic 
longings would have bad a cold chill run 
up their spinal column by the gradual 
transfer oi tlio Times to the control of 
William Henry Smith.
